appointed Dean cf the school, 

Reognition of hame economics 
as & coordinate fleld of education, 
with engineering, agriculture, scl- 
ence and business administration, 
in the land-grant college pattern, 
the broader concept of the family 
in present-day society, mainten- 
ance of enrollments during the war 
and anticipated future growth 
were given as reasons for organiz- 
ing a separate academic division 
distinct from the former School of 
Agriculture and Home Economics 

A number of new faculty ap- 
pointments are indicative of the 
rapid expansion of the college, 
which will have an enrollment of 
1800 in the Fall. This is 50 
per cent more than the peak en- 
rollment before the war. At the 
off-campus centers in Providence 
and Bristol, the college enrollment 
is expected to be about 600 more, 
bringing the aceredited undergrad- 
uate body to at least 2400 stu- 
dents
